T he House of 
Burgesses 
had 
been throw n into an uproar 
by 
the introduction 
of 
resolutions 
denying the power of G reat B rit­ 
ain to tax the Colonies 
without 
their consent. 
H enry moved the 
resolutions and 
immediately they 
were opposed by the m ajority of 
the house. The debate grew warm 
and 
Patrick Henry, 
supporting 
them , denounced as tyranny, the 
S tam p Act. 
'•Caesar had his B rutus ,’ thun­ 
dered Henry, 
“C harles the 
First, 
his Cromwell—” “Treason.“ cried 
the 
Speak er—“treason, 
treason,” 
echoed from 
every part of 
the 
house. “It was,” said Judge Tyler, 
an eye-witness, 
“one of 
those 
trying m om ents which is decisive 
of character. 
H enry faltered not 
for an instant; 
but rising to a 
loftier attitude, and fixing on the 
Speak er an eye of the most 
de­ 
term ined fire. 
he finished 
his 
sentence with the firmest e m pha ­ 
sis—'m ay profit by their example 
If this be treason, mak e the most 
of it.’ ” 
T his account 
of 
the 
famous 
speech was approved by T hom as 
Jefferson who was later to frame 
the 
Declaration 
of Independence 
which Patrick H enry felt had to 
come. It is the best k nown tra d i­ 
tional account of the episode, and 
is supported in the m ain by a re­ 
cently discovered, casual, contem ­ 
porary description in a som ewhat 
milder form, 
Henry beat down the opposition 
to the resolutions and they were 
adotped. T he impulse spread from 
Virginia to the rest of the Colon­ 
ies and the whole continent flam­ 
ed into 
resistance. 
Events moved rapidly 
into the 
year 1775.
